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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive and were not 
persuasive when used after the applicant's last remarks section, of which the examiner will use as the basis of arguments here. 

Regarding applicant's assertion of mischaracterization (P. 15, lines 17-24), the examiner had interpreted that the existence or absence of 
the instantaneous networks as currently drawn is based upon the proximity of the devices, wherein a network is established if and only if 
a device moves into proximity. If this is not the case, then the claims must be amended to reflect this. 

Regarding the mapping of the devices (P. 16, lines 6-12), it was shown clearly in the last office action that M1 is mapped to the first 
device of the application, M2 to the second, and so forth. Beyond that, applicant provides no arguments other than a broad statement 
that the structure is different. 

Regarding the statement of receiving communications from unknown modes from unknown piconets, or of buffering and establishing 
communications thereof (P. 17, lines 17-21 ), none of these limitations are in the claims, and the applicant is reminded that limitations 
cannot be read from the specification. 

Regarding the need of all nodes participating in a given communication (P. 17, lines 21-24), Morris does not teach a static network as the 
applicant seems to believe. Rather, S4 may move away from some of the devices and break piconets, as shown in the last office action, 
and communication may still occur and in the method described by the claims. Further, the case is set up so that S4 receives a 
communication from a device, breaks that connection, waits for a connection to the third device, and then delivers the communication, 
thus fulfilling the "networks not simultaneous (P. 19, lines 7-10)" requirement. 

More detailed arguments will be provided in response to an RCE or Appeal Brief. 
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
